STATE 
UNIVERSITY? 


The plan for, cilucalioiinl extension advocated recently by Governor 


\Valsb and now l>cii>« discussed on :ill sides has called attention to the 
system in vogue in-Wisconsin—a system llml Hie governor had specifically 
in mind when he advocated a similar project in Massachusetts. 
This 


plan extends the blessings of higher education to nboitt 6000 students who 
are unable to attend the colleges or universities of the slate, and in con- 
nection \rilh it a,re related bureaus that give library privileges, corre- 
spondence courses rind other opportunities to all who are ambitious 
enough to seek educational advancement. 


One of the principal interests of the' Wisconsin plflii is the great 


reference library which contains books relating to every subject embraced 
by the extension system. These books can be secured by individuals or 
classes in .any part of the slate, without trouble and at a nominal 
expense. 
There are classes in salesmanship for those engaged in this 


branch of industry, courses in agriculture and engineering which afford 
opportunities for technical training, classes to nieel vocational needs as 
we ,are beginning to understand them in this stale. 
Everything is done 


to give those who arc working nl something definite 1111 oppoilnnity to 
climb higher in their trade or profession. 
Culture of a broader nature is 


also encouraged. Lecturers are supplied by the slate and every incentive 
is given lo the education of (he masses. 


Our shite hoard of education has filed with the legislature, in accord- 


ance with a resolve of last year, a report on the need of such a university 
in Massachusetts, and containing suggestions as to (he proper method 
of providing higher education for such of our people who aspire to it. 
The board finds that though there is need for some such system, a state 
university is not necessary owing lo the many unusunl educational ad- 
vantages afforded by our present collego jiud university systems. 
In Wis- 


consin a state university has been found absolutely necessary owing to 
the lick of private opportunities. 


The state board, however, hns found that though our 
educational 


opportunities are far beyond the average, there is decided room for im- 
provement in bringing the advantages of education down to the level of 
the'masses. They state specifically: 
Intension courses are needed for 


those who have to he self-supporting; opportunities should be given for 
the.professional training of high school teachers; a system should he in- 
troduced for supplying st.ate and municipal officers and hoards with infor- 
mation such as is given 
in other slates by state universities; corre- 


spondence courses should be provided under the direction of experts, and 
more scholarships should be established in colleges already in existence. 


To supply these advantages, the stale board lias suggested (wo bills; 


one, providing for an appropriation of half a million dollars for the pur- 
chase of a site for a non-teaching state university such as last year's 
legislature.had in mind or for the housing of an administration system, 
under which the foregoing recommendations .could be carried out, and the 
other providing for an annual scholarship fund appropriation of $100,000 
for the purpose of paying the tuition of worthy boys and girls in existing 
institutions. 
This fund would be administered by the present board of 


education, or, in case' the non-teaching university he established, by its 
officers. 
The whole spirit of the report is the belief that there is no need 


lor a state university in Massachusetts, owing to our unique educational 
opportunities, but thai there is room for the extension of the advantages 
•which the state already possesses. 


The governor has done a genuine public service in giving such 


prominence to this matter ot .educational extension, and if the spirit of 
his recommendations is followed, the result will confer lasting benefits 
on many worthy sons and daughters of .Massachusetts who may now be 
denied the advantages of a higher, education. The-principle of educational 
extension is the essence, of the principle of conservation in- its • highest 
sense and the stata :cannot he Engaged in .a movement • which has widei 
possibilities for permanent good.

STATE 
UNIVERSITY? 


The pJim for educational rxlension advocated recently liy Governor 


Walsh imd now heiug discussed on nil sides has called attention to (he 


in vogue in Wisconsin— a system Hint the governor hud snccifii'iilly 


in mind when he advocated a similar project in Massachusetts. 
This 


plan extends the blessings of higher education to about 6000 students who 
arc nuablc to attend the colleges or universities of tlie stafc, mid in con- 
nection with it ,irc related bureaus Hint give library privileges, iwre- 
kpondeuce courses and other opportunities to all who are ambitions 
enough to seek educational advancement. 


One of the principal interests of flic Wisconsin plan is the great 


reference library which contains books relating to every subject embraced 
by the extension system. 
These books can be secured by individuals or 


classes in .any part of the slate, without trouble and al a nominal 
expense. 
There are classes in salesmanship for those engaged in this 


branch of industry, courses in agriculture and engineering which afford 
opportunities for technical training, classes to meet vocational needs as 
we ,are beginning to understand them in IhLs state. 
Kverything is done 


to give those who are working at something definite an opportunity to 
climb higher in their trade or profession. 
Culture of a broader nature is 


also encouraged. Lecturers are supplied by the stale and every incentive 
is given to the education of the masses. 


Our stafu board of education has filed with the legislature, in accord- 


ance with a resolve of last year, a report on the need of such a university 
in Massachusetts, and containing suggestions as to Ihe proper method 
of providing higher education for such of our people who aspire to it. 
The board finds that though there is need for some such system, u state 
university is not necessary owing to the many unusual educational ad- 
vantages afforded by our present college .and university systems. 
In Wis- 


consin a state university has been found absolutely necessary owing to 
the lack of private opportunities. 


The state board, however, has found thai though our educational 


opportunities are far beyond the average, there is decided room for im- 
provement in bringing (he advantages of educalion down to the level of 
the masses. 
They state specifically : Extension courses are needed for 


those who have to be self-supporting; opportunities should be given for 
the professional training of high school teachers; a system should be in- 
troduced for supplying state and municipal officers and boards with infor- 
mation such as is given in other states by state universities; corre- 
spondence courses should be provided under the direction of experls, and 
more scholarships should be established in colleges already in existence. 


To supply these advantages, the stale board has suggested two bills; 


I 
one, providing for an appropriation of half a. million dollars for Ihe pur- 


] 
chase of a site for a non-teaching state university such as last year's 


* 
legislature had in mind or for the housing of an administration system, 


| 
under which the foregoing recommendations could be carried out, and the 


; 
other providing for an annual scholarship fund appropriation of $100,000 


} 
for' the purpose of paying the tuition of worthy boys and girls in existing 


I 
institutions. 
This fund would be administered by the present board oL 


[ 
education, or, in case the non-teaching university be established, by its 


I 
officers. 
The whole spirit of the' report is the belief that there is no need 


; 
lor a state university in Massachusetts, owing to our unique educational 


i 
opportunities, but that there is room for the extension of the advantages 


I 
which the state already possesses. 


i 
The governor has- done a genuine public service in giving sucl 


1 
prominence to this matter of educational extension, and if the spirit ol 


i 
his recommendations is followed, the result will confer lasting benefits 
on many worthy sons and daughters of .Massachusetts who may now be 
denied the advantages of a higher education. The principle of ediicationa 
extension is the essence of the principle of conservation in- its-higbesl 
sense ,and the state eannot .be engaged in a movement which has widei 
possibilities for permanent good. 


THE LITERACY TEST 


Once more an immigration bill will] 


the much-discussed literacy test is be- 
fore President Wilson^ as it was be- 
fore Presidents Cleveland and 
TafU 


vho promptly vetoed 
It. 
President 


Wilson may follow a prudent prece- 
dent, and he may not; the bill, if ve- 
toed may pass over his veto in con- 
gress. 
Yet this will not alter the fact 


that the principle ot the literacy test 
is unsound In an economic sense, un- 
American, unjust, and certainly un- 
wise. Even though li>e bill may get 
on the statute books, the following ex- 
cornls from the speech of Representa- 
tive Gallivan of Boston will hold true:

sonality brought her 
in touch 
with 


some of Ihe greatest 
personages 
of 


her time and she moved in the-high- 
est social circles In Europe, becoming 
noted as an- entertainer, together wilh 
her famous sister, Mrs. Paran 
Stev- 


ens, Miss Reed through 
her connec- 


tion with the social and artistic cir- 
cles of Paris, London and the olhcr 
capitals became Intimately .acquainted 
with, some of the. greatest 
men 
and 


women ot her time; In 1803 she pub- 
lished 
a 
volume 
of 
reminiscences 


which created a great deal of interest 
in this country arid abroad. 
In this 


volume she mentions many gre&t per- 
sonalities, but .in a charmingly inter- 
esting and Intimate manner th'at re- 
veals how their real personalities were 
drawn out by the magnetism" . of her 
own individuality. The volume of'im- 
pressions establishes the literary abil- 
ity of Miss Reed and showed her to be 
possessed of a retentive memory, keen 
penetration, critical sense and a. vivid 
Imagination. 
Among- the famous per- 


sonages' with whom she came In con- 
tact and who are mentioned 
in her 


hook are: Liszt. Coquelln, Massanet, 
Paderewski. Madeleine 
Le'malre,

Besides her. sister, Mrs.*George Rich- 


ardson of this city, Miss Reed leaves a 
niece. Lady Arthur Paget of Ixtndon. 
daughter of the late Mrs. Paran Ste- 
vens. 
Lady Paget Is one of the most 


Interested :wbrkers: for the Red Cross, 
and Mies Reed also did everything pos- 
sible to aid the suffering of her beloved 
France. 
Yet, Miss Reed never forgot 


her native country and she was always 
really -American In the highest sense of 
the word. As she says In her charming 
book of memories:-"One can-love his 
country still, though absent from It, as 
the son of an honored family-Is by no

Met king Edward VII 


A few brief extracts from her.hook 


may reveal the charm of her style and 
the wealth of her associations. Fol- 
lowing, is an account of an evening 
spent in the company of King Edward 


"On a visit to Cqwes some years since 


during the-race week, the present kin 
of England—at that time prince of 
Wales—signified his desire to pass an 
evening with the friends with whom 1 
was theii staying. 
During the evening 


h« asked for some music. T readily as- 
sented to his-request and' had great 
pleasure In singing, many songs to 
very appreciative listener, selecting ro- 
mances from my repertoire, both In 
French and English, and T-remember 
particularly one of Sir Arthur Sulli- 
van's which seemed to be a grcal 
favorite.

"The incident had been almost for- 


gotten by me, when, at least 
eight 


years after..one day on the terrace a' 
Homhurg, T perceived a gentltman ap 
pro&chlngr to speak to me.' and soon 
discovered that It was ths prince o 
Wales, -who .most graciously addresser 
me. asking if I remembered singing for 
him one evening at Cowes. Of course 
[ did. At once he not only mentioned 
the names of all the songs I had-sun<? 
for 
him. but alluded with 
specia 


pleasure to some of those from a book 
af Nursery Rhymes which had just then 
been published and had the recollectloi 
of these dainty and sparkling rhyme 
come- back to me. 'Sing a song of six 
pence," and "Twinkle, twinkle, 
llttl 
star,' were those which had lived In thi 
memory of this distinguished person 
age, and the 'twinkle' of the 'star 
could not have surpassed that of tli 
well known blue eyes ot His Roya

Tlio plan for editctiliuuiil extension advocated recently by Governor 


Walsh and now being discussed on nil sides has called iittPiition lo Hie 
byalem in vogue in Wisconsin—n system that the governor had specifically 
in mipd wlieu ho advocated n similar project in Massachusetts. 
This 


plan extends tho blessings oC higher education (o about 6000 students who 
are unable to all end the colleges or universities of the stale, and in con- 
jicciion with it arc related bureaus that give library privileges, corre- 
spondence courses and other opportunities 'to all who arc ambitious 
enough to seek educational advancement. 


One of 
I he principal interests of the Wisconsin plan is the great 


[reference library which contains books relating to every subject embraced 
thy the extension system. These books can bo secured by individuals or 
j classes iu .any part of the state, without trouble aud at a nominal 
jMpense. 
There are classes in salesmanship for those engaged in this 


branch of industry, courses in agriculture and engineering which afford 
opportunities tor'technical (raining, classes to meet vocational needs as 
we ,are beginning to understand (hem in Ibis state. 
Everything is done 


to give those who are working at something definite an opportunity to 
climb higher in their trade or profession. 
Culture of a broader nature is 


i also encouraged. Lecturers are supplied by the slate and every incentive 
Sis given to the education of the masses. 
• 
Our state board of education has filed with the legislature, in accord- 


{Rnee with a resolve of last year, a report on the need of such a university 
Jin Massachusetts, and continuing suggestions as to 
Ihf? proper method 


!of providing higher education for such of our people who aspire lo it. 
3The board finds that though there is noed for some such system, a state 
Juniversity is not necessary owing to the many unusual educational ad- 
Svantnges afforded by our present college .nnd university systems. In \Vis- 
(consin a state university has been found absolutely necessary owing to 
'the lack of private opportunities. 
: 
The state board, however, has found that though our educational 


Jcpportunitics are far beyond the average, there is decided room for hu- 
jprovement in bringing the advantages of education down lo the level of 
|the masses. They state specifically; 
Iv.xtension courses aro needed for 


those who have to be self-supporting; opportunities should be given for 
the professional training of high school teachers; a system should be in- 
troduced for supplying stale and municipal officers and boards n'itli infor- 
mation such as is given in other stales by state universities; corre- 
spondence courses should be provided under the direction of experts, and 
more scholarships should be established in colleges already in existence. 


To supply these advantages, the state board has suggested tsvo bills; 


one, providing for an appropriation of half .a million dollars for the pur- 
chase of a site for a non-ieaching state university such as last year's 
legislature had in mind or for the housing of an administration system, 
under •which the foregoing recommendations could be carried out, and the 
other providing for an annual scholarship fund appropriation of $100,000 
for the purpose of paying ihe tuition of worthy boys and girls in existing 
institutions. 
This fund would be administered by the present board of 


education, or, in case the non-teaching university be established, by its 
officers. 
The whole spirit of the report is the belief that there is no need 


for a state university in Massachusetts, owing to our unique educational 
opportunities, but that there is room for the extension of the advantages 
\thich the state already possesses. 


The governor has done a genuine public service in giving such 


prominence to this matter of educational extension, and if the spirit of 
bis recommendations is followed, the result will confer lasting benefits 
on many worthy sons and daughters of Massachusetts who may now be 
denied the advantages of a higher education. The principle of educational 
extension is the essence of the principle of conservation in its highest 
sense and the state cannot be engaged in a movement which has wider 
possibilities for permanent good.
